Lake Okeechobee Rural Health 
Network achieves certification 


The State of Florida's Agency for Health Care 
Administration announced its certification of 
the Lake Okeechobee Rural Health Network. 
The Network was formed in recognition of the 
special health care delivery problems posed to 
the residents of Glades, Hendry, Okeectiobee, 
western Martin and western Palm Beach Coun- 
ties and the need for the area's health care 
providers to develop collaborative strategies for 


dealing with these problems. 


Members of the Network include Glades Gen- 
eral Hospital, Hendry General Hospital, all 
Public Health Units in the Network area, local 
physicians, the Palm Beach County Trauma 
Agency, the Floride Community Health Cen- 
ters, Inc., Wester Pal Beach County Mental 


Health Clinic, and other health care providers. 

Andy Behrman, executive director for the 
Network, said with certification, the Lake 
Okeechobee Rural Health Network will be able 
to legally engage in the process of establishing 
formal relationships among the area's health 
care providers. These relationships should 
result in more efficient and. profitable utiliza- 
tion of scare health care resources and 
improved access to quality health care for the 
residents of the Network, according to 
Behrman, Additionally, the Network will imme- 
diately receive a grant ih the amount of 
$17,500 from the agency for Health Care 
Administration with which to finance its opera- 
tions.

"Since 
then, the two hospitals have only 
competed for dollars, competed for 
patients, and duplicated services. 
The competition has watched 
what we have done and they're 
not dumb. They have moved in 
and put services into this commu- 
nity and taken patients.” 

Layfield said two.small rural 
hospitals cannot continue to sur- 
vive. "We will die.” š 

Anderson said he and Layfield 
have been meeting for about a 
month to work out the possible 
savings which could be realized 
with a merger. He said $6 to $8 
million could be saved by combin- 
ing services and then additional 
services could be offered to resi- 
dents. 

Layfield said, "Doctors look at 
us warring every day and they 
don't want to come here. The com- 
petition sees we are about to go 
out of business, so why not come 
in here?" 

Belle Glade Mayor Steve Weeks 
said he would need more informa- 
tion before giving his stamp of

approval to a merger of the two 
hospitals. "There's a lot of emo- 
tions issues out there, We want to 
put that aside and do what's best 
for everyone," he said. 

Layfield said some jobs would 
be lost in a merger situation, 
including either his job or Ander- 
son's, "One of us is going to be out 
of a job," he said. "There cannot be 
two CEOs.” 

Under the merger plan, there 
would be one board made up of 
equal representation from both 
hospitals. Anderson said Ever- 
glades Regional would also’ agree 
to drop a lawsuit currently pend- 
ing against Glades General. The 
merger agreement would have to 
be approved by the two public 
boards that oversee health ser- 
vices in the Glades and by the 
Palm Beach County Health Care 
District, which owns both hospi- 
tals. Cecil Bennett, the health 
care district's chief executive, was 
at the meeting. He said he would 
take the information he had heard 
at the meeting’ back to the health 
care district board.

Today I would like to inter- 
est you in the concept of R-I- 
C-E. Not the edible kind, but 
a process to treat sprains and 
strains. A sprain is an injury 
to a ligament and other soft 
tissue around a joint (ankles 
and wrists are common sites). 
Ligaments are bands of fiber 
that connect the bones at a 
joint. Sometimes these can be 
stretched beyond their limits 
and/or torn-when’ a joint is 


twisted, “jammed” or overex- . 


tended. This can frequently 
be more painful than a frac- 
ture. With a sprain, slight 
bleeding under the skin may 
produce a bruising or skin 
discoloration that fades in 
time. 

A strain, on the other hand, 
is an injury to a muscle 
caused by over-stretching. 
Sometimes this is referred to 
as a “pulled muscle” and 
occurs when the fibers that 
make up the muscle are over 
extended. This can cause the 
muscle to tear, bleed, and 
contract. 

The basic treatment for 
strains and sprains is a two- 

- part process: RICE (rest, ice, 
compression, elevation) to 
treat the immediate injury 
and MSA _ (movement, 
strength, alternate activity) 
to help the injury heal and 
prevent further problems. 
One should begin the RICE 
process immediately following 


the injury: 
Rest - do not put weight on 
injured joint or muscle, and 
limit movement in the area of 
the injury. Use crutches, 
splints or a sling as needed. 
Tce - apply the ice pack for 
10 to 15 minutes every hour 
for 2 hours, then leave ice off 
for 2 hours. Repeat this cycle 
for about 48 hours until the 
swelling is gone. It is recom- 
mended not to use heat as 
long as there is swelling. 
Compress wrap the 
injured area in an elastic 
bandage. This will help sup- 
port and protect the area. 
Elevate - place the injured 
part on pillows while you 
apply ice and anytime you are 
seated or lying down. Raise 
the injured part above the 
heart whenever possible. 
Aspirin and ibuprofen may 
help to ease the paid and 
inflammation, if not other- 
wise contraindicated (as in

children). Tylenol 
(acetaminophen) will ease the 
discomfort but does not 
decrease the inflammation. 

The MSA process can be 
started only if the initial 
swelling is gone. 

Movement - begin gently 
moving the joint to resume 
full range of motion. 

Strength - after the 
swelling is gone and a full 
range of motion is reached, 
gradually begin to strengthen 
the injured part. Slow, gentle 
stretching during the healing 
process will make scar tissue 
flexible and prevent limited 
movement later. 

Alternate activities 
resume regular exercise 
through activities and sports 
that do not place a strain on 
the injured area. Go slowly 
and stop any activity that 
causes discomfort. Any 
increase in pain or return of 
swelling is a sign to stop MSA 
and resume RICE. 

Of course, if the injury is, 
more severe involving excru- 
ciating pain, obvious deformi- 
ty of any extremity or you 
suspect a fracture, seek medi- 
cal help immediately. Call 
your physician for his advice 
when any injury is involved. 
Above all, be patient! Realize 
that full healing may take as 
much as four weeks or more.

It was going to be a splendid 


road. Å road'that would links 


the Klamath Valley of noi 
erfi California to the 

der of the Golden State. * 

Work on the new highway 
began during the summer of 
1959 and was proceeding on 
schedule until workmen dis- 
covered an unusual stone. It 
had a flat top, an assortment 
of carvings on its side and 48 
holes scattered around its 
base. Someone thought the 
carvings looked like some 
Indian artifacts. 

A representative of the 
Huroe Tribe confirmed the 
stone was Indian. The man 
called it a rain stone. He told 
the road crew that the stone 
must be buried immediately. 
He said uncovering the stone 
would bring a torrent of rain. 

No.one paid any attention to 
the Indian’s warningauntil 
five inches of rain fell over the 
next two days. The stone was 
returned to the ground. The 
rain stopped. 

Rain stones, rain dances 
and elaborate ceremonies 
have been used throughout 
history in an attempt to gain 
Mother Nature's attention. 


“Make it rain” these cere- - 


monies say, “End the drought 
with a cloudburst.” 

Any self-respecting meteo- 
rologist would tell you that 
these rain rituals are fun to 
read about but obviously have 
no effect on the weather. 


Meteorology is a science-a 
complex science that follows 
rules of physics and nature. 

Still, sometimes these cere- 

monies produce some interest- 
ing results-results that are 
often difficult for a scientist to 
explain, 
The winter of 1960 was an 
unusually dry period in north- 
ern California. Typically, 
three-quarters of the annual 
rainfall for the state falls from 
October through March. But, 
no rain was falling in the win- 
ter of 1960. San Francisco had 
not had a drop of water in 85 
days. 

Three Pueblo Indians did a 
rain dance of December 12, 
1960. Two hours later it start- 
ed to rain. It was obviously a 
coincidence. After all, the sci- 
entists would ask, how can a 
little jig create rain? 

Armory de Riencourt was 
probably asking the same 
question when he watched an 
appeal for rain in Tibet in 
1947. Riencourt, the first 
Westerner in Tibet, arrived 
during the height of a terrible 


hadn't rained in 
government offi- 
ided to do some- 


‘Oracle fell into a deep trance 


with his body swaying back 
and forth, The Tibetan cabinet 
bowed before the Oracle and 
asked him if he would make it 
rain. The Oracle sgid “yes”, 
collapsed and was carried 
from the room. A-few hours 
later it started to rain. 

It was quite a performance 
and, clearly, another incredi- 
ble coincidence. On the other 
hand, maybe the Oracle had 
some psychie connection to 
the cosmos. Perhaps those 
three Pueblo Indians knew 
something about Nature that 
scientists and meteorologists 
haven't figured out yet. 

Most scientists would 
chuckle at such an idea but 
some events defy explanation. 
Take that rain stone, for 
instance. 

In 1966, the rain stone was 
dug up again-this time by 
some people interested in 
weather folklore, The Huroc @ 
Indians repeated their warn- 
ing: bury the stone or heavy 
rains would be the result, The 
warning was ignored. The 
next day floods washed out 
roads all over the area. 

Another coincidence? You 
can be the judge.

As the author of the House 
version of the Everglades pro- 
visions, Foley, accompanied by 
Senators Dole, Mack, and Gra- 
ham, and Speaker Gingrich, 
last week announced the final 
agreement on the Everglades 
provisions of the bill, Those 
Provisions will provide an 
immediate infusion of $200 
million for land acquisition for 
the purpose of environmental 
restoration in the Everglades, 
and the possibility of $100 mil- 
lion in future land swaps. 

"With the passage of this leg- 
islation, we begin moving 
toward a more market oriented 
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agricultural policy in this 
nation. Yet, one fact has been 
overlooked in this entire Farm 
Bill debate - and that is that 
this Republican led Congress 
has passed the most environ- 
mentally sensitive farm bills 
ever. 

"All of this is done without 
any new mandates, regula- 
tions, requirements or bureau- 
cratic red-tape. It makes the 
federal government a partner 
with agricultural producers in 
addressing agricultural 
changes, not an adversary, the 
Everglades provisions of the 
bill are important to that part- 
nership. 

"I hope that the President 
will now see fit to sign this’ 
measure into law,” said Con-’ 
gressman Foley. 
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summit titled "Youth Drug Use and Violence in 
America" to call attention to and issue recom- 
mendations about the related problems of teen 
violence and the skyrocketing use of illegal drugs 
by our nation’s youth. 

It.needs to be asked why it has taken an elec- 
tion year for President Clinton to discover that 
America’s drug problem has reached crisis levels. 
The evidence that drug use among teenagers has 
been rising during Clinton's term of office is over: 
whelming and has been obvious for some time. 
Indeed, the statistics are staggering: 

* The rate of monthly illicit drug use by chil- 
dren aged 12-17 increased 56 percent from 1992 
to 1994, according to the Clinton Administra- 
tion's own estimates. 

* The Justice Department reported in Septem- 
ber 1995 that one of every three juvenile 
detainees was under the influence of drugs at the 
time of the offense. 

+ A December 1995 survey found that cocaine 
use by those in grades 9 through 12 had 
increased 36 percent since 1992, and use of hallu- 
cinogens had increased by 75 percent. 

* Between 1992 and 1994, the rate of marijua- 
na use among children 12-17 nearly doubled, 
according to the National Survey on Drug Use. 
Until now, President Clinton has paid little 
attention to what most Americans have recog- 
nized all along to be a national crisis. Despite the 
tough talk and finger pointing at the drug sum- 
mit, the Clinton Administration's response to 
America's drug problem has been abysmal. A 
quick look at the facts: 

e In his first year in office, Clinton cut his drug 
Policy staff by 85 percent. 

* Last year, the Clinton Administration pro- 
posed cutting more than 100 drug prosecutors 
from U.S. attorneys’ offices and cutting funding 
for drug interdiction and drug intelligence pro- 


grams. 

* The Drug Enforcement Agency trained no 
special agents in 1993, and none were budgeted 
to be trained in 1994 or 1995. 

+ Attorney General Janet Reno announced 

soon after taking office that she wanted to reduce 

mandatory minimum sentences for drug traffick- 

-ing and related crimes, Not surprisingly, the 

number of federal drug prosecutions has been 
ing. 

+ And who can forget Clinton's own Surgeon 
General Joycelyn Elders, who advocated legaliz- 
ing drugs in order to reduce the crime rate. 

Just last month, the Clinton's Administration's 
misplaced priorities were on display once again.

In announcing his drug summit last November, 
President Clinton stated that it is important to 
unter messages that tell children it is "cool, 
Hy, attractive to drink or get high.” He will 
surely. want to explain.then why, when asked on 
MTV in 1992 if hé Would inhale marijuana if he 
had to do it over again, he responded to laughter: 
"Sure, if I could, I tried before.” í 
President Clinton's total lack of leadership in 
the war on drugs over the past three years 
should cause all Americans to view skeptically 
his embrace of the issue in an election year. The 
tragedy is that prior to his election in 1992, 
America was winning the war on drugs. Even 
NBC News reported that "Just Say No" was an 
effective message in the 1980s. 

Then, presidential leadership was highly visi- 

ble, tough, and effective And as a consequences 
drug use plummeted. Between 1985 and 1992, ` 
overall drug use was cut in half. The number of 

cocaine users dropped from 5.8 million to 1.8 mil- 

lion, The number of marijuana users fell from'22 

million to 8.5 million. The percentage of high 

school seniors who used drugs was reduced from 

a high of 54.2 percent in 1979 to 27.1 percent in 

1992. 

The reason? Children were continually bom-; 
barded with the message that drugs were wrong. 
Dealers were put on notice that peddling drugs to 
kids would not be tolerated. And both the Bush 
and the Reagan Administrations pursued tough 
drug enforcement and interdiction policies. 

Sadly, these trends have been reversed in just 
three years. Any progress that we as a nation 
were making in curtailing drug use has been 
destroyed because the Clinton Administration 
fled the field of battle and has been missing ever, 
since. 

President Clinton's drug summit was an indi- 
cation that his pollsters can recognize a cam- 
paign issue. But we must demand more than 
campaign events and photo opportunities from 
our president. The lives of millions of our young 
people are at stake.
